M oscow ’s versi«>n, as told bydiplom ates from Sovi«-t bloc 
countries, is that the Chinese are easing up on their support 
for the North Vietnamese in favor of a more flexible 
international policy.

Kenneth W. Clawson, a White House spokesman, 
has accused The New York Times of having “in at least 
two specific instances.” recently acted as a “conduit of 
enemy propaganda.”

Here is another set of instances in which The New 
York Times has used the form of good journalism but 
not the substance of it. Giving the enemy first choice 
of space for his claims in the middle of war is hardly 
objectivity. Moreover, it strains the reader’s credulity 
when The Times speaks of the enemy in the headlines, 
and prints the enemy’s views prominently side by side 
and in considerable detail.

Peking’s reason, according to informants putting out the 
Chinese line, is that the Soviets are unwilling to risk their 
new relationship with the United States by challenging 
President Nixon’s mining of North Vietnam’s ports. 
Moscow’s version, as told by diplomates from Soviet bloc 
countries, is that the Chines»' are easing up on their support 
for the North Vietnamese in favor of a more flexible 
international policy. 
The U.S. mining of North Vietnam’s ports has been

interference with navigat ion on the high seaa. Informants in 
touch with the Chinese say Peking considers that Moscow 
has the obligation to challenge the mining, and that failure 
to rlo so implies tacit acceptance.

The informants say that as Peking sees it, the sm aller 
East European countries lark the power to challenge the 
Americans, therefore their cargoes for Hanoi are being 
accepted in Chinese ports. 
For their part, the Russians reportedly contend that 
Peking’s attitude is consistent with other signs suggesting 
China is moving away from its obligation to help Hanoi.
